Hoyt H. Wheeler of Brattleboro, Republican; Dis- 
trict Judge; born in Chesterfield, N. H., August 30, 
1833; received an academical education at Chester- 
field Academy and Newfane, Vt.; read law with the 
Hon. Charles K. Field, then of Newfane, and with 
Bradley & Kellogg of Brattleboro; was admitted to 
the bar of Windham County in 1859, and located m 
Jamaica the same year. He represented Jamaica in 
1867, and was a Senator from Windham County in 
1868 and 1865; in the latter year he was elected a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, which position he con- 
tinuously occupied until March 31, 1877, when he re- 
signed, having been appointed by President Hayes 
judge for the district of Vermont, removed to Brat- 
tleboro in 1884. Religious preference, Congregation- 
alist. 
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Jv-rss Loren Martin of Brattleboro, Republican;

born in Acworth, N. H., November 12, 1850; profes- 
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sion, a lawyer; located in town in 1881; was educated 
at Oberlin, O., New London Academy and Dartmouth 
College, graduating in the class of 1876; has held the 
offices of superintendent of schools, 1889-97, county 
examiner since 1891, chairman school board since

St. Louis, XJ. S. A., 1904. 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. Louis, U. 8. A., in 1904, 
will commem rate the centennial of the purchase of the great Louisi- 
ana Territory by th- United States. 

Dedication of the grounds and buildings of the World's Fair wil* 
be held with fitting ceremony April 30. 1903, the centennial anniver- 
sary of the purchase. Evposition toill open one year later. 

The price paid for the Louisiana Territory was $15,000,000, and 
the land acquired was about one million squuare miles, more than 
doubling the area of the United States at that time. 

Total funds for the World's Fair to date, including the State and 
Government appropriations, $20 G ; )0,000.
